“As sure as 
death and taxes" has been used so 
often to illustrate some point well- 
nigh axiomatic, that commom consent 
is willing to let it stand.

the last note of Gabriel's trumpet. 

Particularly there is the income tax, with which 
most of the men and women of the land are now 
pretty well acquainted. Though comparative!y new 
in this country, it is a well-established institution in 
England and other parts of the old wor'd. 

The jurisdiction of the collector for the St. Louis dis- 
trict takes in about one-half of the State in addition ?o 
the city, and that official, with his corps of trained 
a*sistants, has worked hard and long. Besides, there 
has been spent many sleeples® nights, as the Govern- 
ment’s business is exacting and must perforce receive 
the severest attention. March 15 was the last day for 
making returns on the 1918 levy, and the number of 
people who let this important. detail go to the very 
last minute was fairly astounding... Such-a mail as 
poured in on that* last day will long be a theme of 
conversation in the custom house, where Collector 
George H. Moore and Income Tax Assistant Waller 
icdwards hold forth. And before that last day, thou- 
Sands sought the office in person or by phone,, who 
never before had any business with the machinery of 
the Internal Revenue Department. The new act 
changing the exemptions made taxpayers out of 4 
multitude who had never been so classified before. 
The changes in the law and the different interpreta- 
tions that occurred from time to time gave the col- 
lection forces an abundance of added duty and re- 
eponsibility 


it appears since the returns were filed that thou- 
sands made mistakes in their sworn statements, or 
rather, they feel that they did and most of them sus- 
pect that they cheated themselves unconsciously, rather 
than the Government. Most of this misunderstanding is 
traceable to the order affecting the pro rata of exemp- 
tions of married men, for children and of taxpayers 
who had other dependencies. The original plan was to 
prorate these allowances, so that a married man who 
acquired a wife in the middle of the year, for example, 
would be entitled to return on a sort of a 50-50 basis; 
that is, six months single and six months married, 
which would allow an income of $1500 not subject to 
taxation. 

It was the same way with children. The $200 al- 
lowed for each minor child covers the entire fiscal 
year, and in the first interpretation of the act, some 
claimed one month, others two and some as high as 
1: months. Then came the order fixing the status of 
everybody as it was on Dec. 31. This allowed the full 
exemption in each case, no matter at what time the 
wives or babies came. If a man was married on that 
day, he could claim as heartily as the nonslacker who 
had been married throughout the entire year. Like- 
wise, the baby that came on that day was entitled to 
his or her exemption, just as well as the youngster 
that could show teeth and even lisp sometHing that 
scunded like “papa” or “mamma.”’ The amended in- 
terpretation was a good thing for many of the newly 
wed and helped those who had only recently acquired 
babies, but it spread much confusion and piled up 
mountains of extra detail work for those who had to

There were so many exemptions made on this score in 
some sections that special investigators were as- 
sizned to make close-range inquiry. In this district it 
was found that the children caonld be generally exhib- 
ited, if it was found necessary. While this class of 
exemptions was receiving special attention in the 


St. Louis territory, a return came in that fairly amazed. 


the examiners. It was from a Missouri farmer, show- 
ing a good income, which was entirely offset by a 
brood of 16 children, all under 18 years of age. This 
was too much for the collector and the return was set 
aside for investigation and report. This was made, 
and it completely vindicated this sturdy husbandman 
from the foul suspicion of seeking to deprive the Gov- 
ernment of needed revenue. It showed that there were 
16 children on that farm, and that they all belonged to 
the farmer and his wife: besides, there were records 
to show that all of them were under the age limit 
fixed by law. 

There was the certificate of the physician who ac- 
companied the stork on each of his visits to that 
home, and it revealed one set of triplets, three sets of 
twins and seven single arrivals, making a total of 
16 And these 16 entitled him to exemptions aggre- 
gating $3200, which he was allowed. There were other 
cases that were looked into by the eyes of the. law, 
where there were not so many, but word always came 
back that they had the living exhibits and were even 
proud to show them to anyone who doubted the ac- 
curacy of their sworn statements. 


Vanity, that sin that caused even the angels to fall, 
did not fail to emerge during the rush at the St. Louis 
office. Reports from other collection centers remove 
this city from the exceptional in this respect. The 
Government has no reason to complain that this form 
of human weakness must, betimes, exhibit itself. It 
has materially added to the aggregate collections and 
has been splendid grist for the treasury mills. It 
vas shown in the cases of many men with rich wives— 
that is, better halves—-who enjoy much larger incomes 
than their busbands. If they made separate returns, 
this state of affairs would have to be sworn to and 
made part of the records of the Government, though 
no employe is permitted to make any such statement 
public. Some of these men evidently thought that 
something might happen that would betray their 
small incomes, when contrasted with those of their 
wives. Hence they took steps to prevent even the 
;overnment from ascertaining in an official and con- 
fidential way that Mr. John Richwife was in reality 
receiving a smaller income than Mrs. John Richwife. 

This was the method of procedure, and it was sim- 
plicity itself, though somewhat expensive. He just 
joined Mrs. Richwife in a joint return, which they had 
a perfect right to do under the act governing the 
various phases of the income law. They were told, 
though, that it would mean a greatly increased obli- 
gation to the Government, as the combination would 
carry them into the realm of the surtax sliding scale, 
which, as those who pay it know, is an emphatic ex- 
ample in progression. To illustrate what vanity cost 
this couple, let us assume that his income was $7000, 
while that of his wife was $8000. If they made separate 
returns, he would take the $2000 exemption which is the 
married man’s portion, and that would keep him out

of the surtax field, since the income 
must be more than $5000 to get one in 
that more or less exclusive society. 
Then he would pay on the basis pre- 
scribed for others and escape in pretty 
good form. His wife would, of course, 
have to make some contribution under 
the surtax requirement, since her re- 
turn would get her into that class. The 
surtax increases very fast with each 
additional $2000 over the fixed amount, 
and when it gets up to $14,000 it means 
a tax of 5 per cent in addition to the 
. reguiar assessment. When the com- 
bined income of Mr. and Mrs. Richwife reached that 
figure it meant a surtax of $350 in addition to the 
straight assegsment, whereas, they would have been 
called upon to pay about $80 additional had they made 
separate returns. Their entire obligation on a separate 
basis would have totaled $1220, but rather than reveal 
the financial status in the Richwife home, they willing- 
ly, and with é¢yes open, paid $1670. With the combined 
income greatly in excess of $14,000 and the surtax 
working with growing forfe in the upward ratio, some 
idea can be gathered of the extra money collected by 
the Government, because there is such a weakness as 
vanity in the wagld. As on@of the deputy collectors 
}ut it, without, of course, disclosing any names: “Gee, 
hut that is going some! Who would think that people 
would willingly penalize themselves and pay out large 
sums of money rather than even tell the Government 
that the wife is the real breadwinner of. the home!”’ 

Then there were the many cases of married men, 
who, though living apart from their wives and chil- 
dren, were not divorced. The number was large. Many . 
of these heads of families, who, for good, bad or in- 
d:fferent reasons, remained away from their own fire- 
sides, were in real trouble when it came to making 
their returns, and some of them were given a severe 
jolt when they sought official information from those 
qualified to answer their questions. Many of these 
“absentee” husbands discovered that the amounts they 
allowed their wives and children could not be exempted, 
whereupon they vowed that they would appeal. The 
Government assumed that these cases were entitled to 
the same classification as divorced persons and treated 
them accordingly. Hence many heads of families who 
had left their homes after agreeing to disagree with 
their wives, learned to their confusion that the agreed 
sums they provided weekly or monthly in return for 
their freedom and in some cases peace of mind, would 
not bé considered as exemptible by the arbiters of the 
Treasury Department. Some of these victims, it is 
reported, who had fallen out at home over very trivial 
matters, learned that it would save them real money 
if they resumed former relations. and have thereby 
profited. 


There were many other instances in the recent rush 
at the custom house to support the contention that 
human nature has its weaknesses as well as its strong 
points. This was shown in the attitude of some of 
the biggest corporation heads, who had to make very 
large returns and hand in checks of great volume and 
moment. It developed that some of these leaders in 
the fields of commerce and finance were exceedingly 
guarded in getting in their returns, fearing that certain 
of their competitors were attempting to work the arts 
of espionage, to get information that the law aims to 
safeguard. One large concern made its return through 
an official who would not even trust the notary in 
his own office to make the acknowledgment. He was 
leaving nothing to chance, and was willing to trust 
the Government in bolding his secfets, while he shied 
at an employe of his own office, who might be ad- 
dicted to talking. 


Still another weakness cropped out among these cap- 
tains of industry. Where there Was a chance to dis- 
pute and save a considerable sum of money for use in 
their business,*pending an official ruling at Washing- 
ton, they did so, each one seemingly thinking that it 
was a clever idea of his own. It was practiced on a 
large scale in all the important districts, but the 
Government, which usually acts in all emergencies, saw

S every film fan knows, only part of any 
motion picture is made in a _ studio. 
The exterior scenes of 8) per cent of 
all the photo

geles. And just as some of 
these photo plays become fa- 
mous, the localities where 
their great scenes were made 
aré regarded with more or less 
reverence by movie folk. 

The field where the great 
battle scene in “The Birth of 
a Nation’ was filmed was 
pointed out to me with as 
much emotion as a Union vet- 
eran would display at Gettys- 
burg on the Fourth of July. 
1 was shown the remains of 
the trenches and the exact 
spot where Mr. Griffith stood 
while he directed his movie 
armies on that histrionic historic occasion. 
to say, | was visibly moved.

The very holes which Mary Pickford dug when her 


picture, “Capt. Kidd Jr.,"° was made were also pointed 
out to me. and, of course, | could not help but see 
the great walls of Babylon—the grim reminders of 
“iIntolerance’—which are still standing on  5Sunset 
boulevard in Hollywood. But of all the holy ground 
around Los Angeles, Brown's Ranch, just back of the 
Santa Monica hills, is the most sacred. Dozens of 
cities have been built on its green slopes, only to be 
filmed and then destroyed. Even today it is dotted 
with marble palaces made of stucco, French chateaux 
and relics of other film days. 

At the present time the “live” city on Brown's Ranch 
is a Mexican village, which was built for Douglas Fair- 
banks’ latest picture. And it was to this village | 
journeyed by elevator, auto and pony, to spend a day 
“on location” with “the playboy of the movie’world.” 

The most interesting, and certainly the most pictur- 
esque side of the making of motion pictures is the 
work “on location,’ as all the filming of scenes out- 
side of the studios is called. In the first place it is 
yon location” that the biggest sums are spent in mak- 
ing photo plays. It is not at all unusual for produc- 
ing companies to spend $25,000 or $30,000 to build a 
background for the important scenes of its super pic- 
tures. For instance, the Mexican village which Doug- 
les - Fairbanks had erected on Brown's ranch cost 
at least $25,000. You cannot erect scores of houses, 
even of stucco, with streets, fountains, courtyards, etc., 
ou a ranch 12 or 15 miles away from civilization—if 
Los Angeles may be so termed—for nothing. If you 
don't believe it, hire 40 or 50 carpenters for ‘a few

picture people are the only ones who can afford to 
build anything at the present time. 

But why spend $25,000 to build a Mexican village 
with Mexico only 150 miles away? Because it is cheap- 
e: to build a village than to transport two or three 
hundred actors, camera men, attaches and extras to 
Mexico for the period required to “shoot” the neces- 
sary seenes. And in addition it is easier to build a 
town to ones liking—and camera needs—than to find 
one, not to mention other obvious advantages. 

When I! arrived at this movie village, over one of the 
worst roads | ever encountered, Douglas Fairbanks 
vas engaged in roping a pet bear, to the great amuse- 
ment of some 200 cowboys, Mexicans and others on his 
payroll. The sun was behind a cloud, with the result 
that work Was out of the question for the moment. And 
consequently “Doug,” as he is called by everyone, was 
cutting up 
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If Douglas Fairbanks ever has 
a serious moment, it is not while 
he is at work. Not that he doesnt 
work, and work hard. But the 
work of making pictures is play 
for him. He has no delusions that 
he is a great actor, or even a bad 
one! Nothing amuses him more 
than criticism of his histrionic art. 
He romps through his daily rou- 
tine as he does through his pic- 
tures, brimming over with the joy 
of living and a smil iat cant 
come off. 

“I started at the bottom in the 
picture game at $2000 a week,” he 
said, with a laugh, as he tied Mr. 
Bruin to a stake. “So you see how 
1 have worked up in the world.” 

Before [| could reply the sun 
suddenly came out from behind 
the cloud and “Doug” vaulted into 
the saddle of the nearest pony and, 
with a hurried “Excuse me, 
dashed up the hill to his camera 
men.

lm the picture he was making the day I visited him 

he was supposed to be a rich New Yorker, who, trving 
tu live unselfishly and do a good turn now and then 
for his fellow man, had changed clothes with a Mex- 
ican bandit and was being pursued by a posse of Mex- 
icans and cowboys.

City passes an ordinance to correct an evil that has given great annoy- 


ance to merchants who believe in ethical methods — How these 
trade-grabbers ply their traffic and take chances to steer custo- 
mers into certain shops—Origin of the practice 2s 2s is 


T LAST the “puller-in,” that pariah of the 
mercantile world, has been pursued to 
his lair by the strong arm of the law. 
The St. Louis Board of Aldermen, in re- 
sponse to the demands of various or- 
ganizations striving to maintain certain 
standards of ethics in business, has 
passed an ordinance which definitely establishes the 
limitations of the “‘puller-in.”” He is not banished en- 
tirely, but his wings have been materially clipped 
that is, if he or she is so provided. The term “she” 
is used advisedly, as it has been shown on more than 
one occasion that the female of the species, if any- 
thing. is deadlier than the male. She can take a 
stand close to a retail shop and lure trade within bs 
the same siren-like methods charged to the mermaids. 
who, in other days, sent ships to their doom upon the 
rocks. 

In justice to many of the “pullers-in,”’ however, it 
must be said that their designs are not wholly bad, 
since their motive is only to advance the trade inter 
ests of the stores which provide their employment. But 
there are a great many merchants who abhor the 
treffic of the “puller-in” and are opposed to all classi- 
fications and compromises. They want the entire sys- 
tem abolished, and they petitioned the municipal law- 
makers to pass a more drastic measure than the one 
finally turned out of the legislative hopper at the city 
hall. 

This act permits the trade stimulator to pounce upon 
the victims only in front of the store that hires him. 
He must stick to his own trenches, as it were, and not 
venture into “no man's land” in his quest for a pros- 
pect who might have an eye on the show window of a 
competitor. Disaster is sure to befall if he starts any 
“pulling-in” just beyond the dead lines. A venture of 
this kind will call the police, and thereupon his status 
quickly undergoes a violent metamorphosis. From a 
“nuller-in’’ he becomes a “pulled-in,” with a fine and 
mayhap a workhouse sentence. 

If the prospect he stalks happens to step foot within 
certain boundaries he becomes legitimate prey and the 
“puller” is privileged to land him, if it is within his 
persuasive powers to do so; but he is not permitted 
to resort to violence. If the wayfarer who looks like 
he has money and a disposition to buy something, can.

Officials at 
Union Station have driven the runners out of that 
in.mediate vicinity, but they continue to operate at 
longer range. Thousands of people enter the city every 
day and a large percentage of these visitors are in @ 
mood to spend money. The runners know that every 
incoming train delivers a new crop of prospects, and 
that somebody is going to get this money; hence, why 
not they” Stationed just beyond the range of the 
station detectives, they lie in wait, expectantly. Some- 
times the confidence man gets there first, and when he 
gets through with the prospect there is nothing left 
for clothes, jewelry, haberdashery or anything else 
re might need. Police records tell how strangers 
within our gates have been accosted and invited to 
places, where they were induced to buy the free bridge, 
the United Railways, Railway Exchange Building and 
other properties of value. 


But the runner, or puller, if his protests are to be 
heeded, does not belong to this class. He insists that 
his is a legitimate business; that he aims only to get 
the customer in a place where he will receive courtesy 
and full value for whatever money he spends. The 
pullers who were at the city hall watching the heavy 
commercial artillery attacking their profession were 
indignant at the insinuations directed against their 
business methods. One of the older members of the 
craft, with a proudly confessed record of 30 years of 
pulling, challenged the entire world to produce a sin- 
gle dissatisfied customer, in the thousands he had 
stopped and advised. He also insisted that most peo- 
ple needed a little direction when they were out shop- 
ping, and that the law should not be invoked to dis- 
courage those who were technically equipped to sup- 
ply such assistance. 

The revival of the crusade to banish the puller, whica 
ai last is expected to bear some fruit, raised the ques- 
ticn among the Aldertuen as to the origin of the prac- 
tice. Some had heard it was originally practiced in 
the days of the ancients, but the merchants present 
took a different position and said it was a more modera 
institution, which had probably come out of the Far 
Fast. Hundreds of years ago it was the custom in 
the Oriental countries to have claquers in front of the 
bazars to catch the attention of those who would pass 
in that direction.
